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THE POLITICAL CONDITION or 
GERMANY. 


A very interesting article on the present 
political condition cf Germany from the pen of 
Herr Conrad Haussmann, the leader of the 
Wiirtemberg Democrats, appeara in the 
“Prankfarter Zeitung.” The article merits 
the carefal study of all who take an intere,t 
in the fature of Germany. Herr Haussmann 
points ont that the attempt to govern the Ea. 
pire under the appearance instead of with the 
reality of constitutionalism has led to the 
rapid decay of the vigorous political life of 
which the early years of United Germany gave 
promise. The Government is a-pare boreaa- 
cracy, and is not based upon any powerfal re- 
presentation of public opinion. Instead of 
being able to act upon a defioite programme 
and to initiate groat moasuros.of legislativa 
it has to expend its energies upon the 
diplomatic manipulation ot political parties 
which are themselves in great measure impotent

The existing consular courts shall be abolished. 
When other courts have been created by fresh 
legislation, the system of quinquennial periods 
of the Mixed Tribunals shall be abolished.

THE FRONTIER DISPUTE. 


‘Ghazi Mokhtar Pacha, the Imperial Otto- 
man High Commissioner, has yesterday com- 
mounicated to H.H. the Khedive the Ottoman 
Goverrment’s decision in regard to the ques- 
tion of Tabah. The Sablime Porte considers the 
Sisai Peninsula to be a portion of the Turkish 
territory of Akaba and can by no means ac- 
cede to the demands of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment. 

As this is Turkey’s lasts word on the sabject 
the Egyptian Government informed Lord 
Cromer of Tarkey’s decision, and the news 
was telegraphed to the Foreign Office. 

“Al Mokattam” has received the following 
telegram from its correspondent at El Areesh : 

The Tarkish troops have removed the mar- 
ble colamns erected at a place called Rafakh, 
near Akaba, to mark the Egyptian boundary 
line. The name of the Khedive is engraved on 
one of the colamns, which bears also the date 
of his Highness’s visit to that spot. But the 
Turkish soldiers paid no regard to the Khe- 
dive’s name for they threw down the column. 
Things are in’a state of confusion here.”

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IMPORTANT SPEECHES. 


THE GOVERNMENT'S CONTENTION. 


Yesterday morning, Me. Pietri continue his 
defence of the Government’sclaim. After discass- 
ing the Law of Liquidation he ¢laffned that it 
constituted a “novation.” The‘ creditors were 
unchanged but the debtor was no longer Ismail 
Pacha but the State, In virtue of this novation 
the former debtor was freed from all responsi- 
bility. How then could .he and_his heirs make 
any claim for the surplus ? In 1880 the Daira 
‘properties were by no means equivalent to the 
debts they guaranteed ; however they were all 
the assets that the original debtor could offer 
to the State which replaced him in this unen- 
viable position. Ismail Pacha shook off all legs! 
responsibility for the debts he had ivourred. 
The Egyptian Government acquired the Daira 
lands. Again, if it were admitted that Article 
40 did not transfer, to the Government the 
absolate property in these lands, none the less 
the fact that they bad been transferred by 
prescription in good faith and with good titles 
for five years, or that they had been 15 yeara in 
the poszession, in the widest sense, of the 
Government made them State property. As a 
matter of fact they had been for 23 years in 
the hands of the State. During all that period 
the Government had held visible and peaceable 
possession of them. 

Me. Nassif then intervened on behalf of 
Yacoub Pacha Hassan, hasband of the late 
Princess Jamila, on the side of the claimants. 
Me. Chalom stated that he had been instructed 
to appear on behalf ofthe Credit Foncier. 

Me. Carton de Wiart, on behsif of the Daira 
Sanieh, declared himself in favour of the 
Government’s contention. Replying to Me. 
Villa’s contention, he remarked that Ismail 
Pacha’s cession and the eminent advocate’s 
illustration of a ship recovered after abandon- 
ment by her owner could not be compared. 
Ismail Pacha’s cession wasa “Latiopro soluto” 
being incomplete. The incomplete cession of 
the goods of a debtor constituted a payment 
by French and Egyptian law. 

Me. Manusardi then opened his pleading on 
behalf of the claimants. After a eulogy of 
Ismail Pacha he pointed out that he had grant 
ed L.E. 260,000 to the Princes and Princesses 
named in the grant as an indemnity for their 
loss of the estates. mortgaged to. Mesara. Roth- 
schild. ln 1880 the grant to: Ismail Pacha and 
his three wives only figured L E.400,000 in the 
Civil List. In 1888, in virtue of the arrange- 
ment then made, a capital sum answering to 
the L.E. 40,000 per annem which they had 
ceased to obtain from the Government was 
granted them. Ismail had not made any claim, 
nor had he received anything. 

The wording of this arrangement was then 
discussed. After this the speaker went on to 
point ont that the Government was forcing an 
open door. The claimants, recognised that the 

» Government was proprietor of the Daira.lands, 
but why was it proprietor, because it wished 
to take them or because Ismail had ceded them? 
The Princes did not ask for the lands but for 
the consideration for their cession. 

At the meeting of August 7, 1888, the ques- 
tion of the eventual right of Ismail Pacha to 
the surplus had been c'early put. From the 
contributions to the discussion made at that 
date by Sir Evelyn Baring and M. de Blignidres 
this right seemed implicit in the law. The 
commission considered best to leave him the 
eventual rights to any sarplas. 

The conclasion of tha Ministére Pablio will 
be given out on May 7.

POPULATION AND MORTALITY.

The report of the Alexandria Municipality 
for the past year contains a mass of. highly 
interesting information on the vital statistics 
of the city, which is embodied in the report 
of the Manicipal Sanitary Inspector. The 
population of the city is expected to reach 
400,000 this year. The calculation is only a 
rough one as about a thousand European 
children are born every year and not register- 
ed. There is a decree of June 9, 1891, which 
enjoins that all births should be registered 
irrespective of nationality. Bot as far) as 
regards Europeans the decree is a dead letter, 
and it is suggested in the interests ofthe 
health of the city that the slack state of things 
prevailing should be put a stop to by enforcing 
a severe penalty. An example of the way 
the sanitary authorities are handicapped by the 
want of obligatory registration is to be seen'ir 
the fact that they are quite unable to findout 
how many people have been vaccinated or not. 

The longest-lived among. Alexandrians are 
the Protestants and forsign Jews, the econo- 
mical position of these two classes of the 
population being very favourable. Then come 
the Orthodox Armenians. The rate of mortality 
amongst the Latins and Greeks is about:the 
same. The highest death-rate is among the 
native Jews (37,5 °/»o), but. thesa, people 
also have the highest birth-rate (41, 1 °/.0) 
after the natives. The healthiest quarter is 
Ramleh, while Menshieh and Labbane have. the 
highest death-rate.

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ARCHAOLOGICAL. SOCIETY’S 
EXCURSION. 


‘“To know how the ancients ‘lived we. must 
dig up their.dead.” This was one of several 
troths announced yesterday in the course of 
an able address delivered by Dr. Breccia to the 
members of the Archeological Society, as- 
sembled by the graveside of a.departed race. 

The negropolis of Chatby,situated on & barren 
extent of chalky ground between the electric 
tramway and the:sea, has since its exploration 
added much to our knowledge of the epoch 
immediately after the death of Alexander ‘the 
Great, i¢., during the reign of the First 
Ptolemy (311—306 B.c.). The necropolis seems 
to have continned to te vsed as a place of 
burial until ‘the second century aD, when it 
evidently became too crowded. The excavations 
made are three in number, the last being the 
deepest, for where Dr. Breccia gave his address 
there were at least: 15 fest of superstrata, 
consisting of sand, stones, and homan skolls, 
The place of these ghastly trophies contained 
tombs belonging to a much earlier period and 
they differed from those of the Ptolemaic period 
in that they were approached horizontally by 
steps hewn out cf,the sandstone, whereas the 
sepuldhres found in. the other two excavations 
were reached from above, and were surmounted 
by stele or. tamali. ’ 

_,.As a psychological study the discovery of 
these, is of all other tombs, is, as Dr. Breccia 
explaingl,. invaluable. In the 5th and 6th 
centaries before Christ the body was interred 
with ststues of the gods it worshipped in 
life, but later on a change is, noticeable ; 
religious baliefs. appear to become weaker, 


‘the statuas of the gods disappear, their place 


is taken by symbols characteristic .of the 
lite of the departed..until in this Alexandrian 
period there is indicated a state of psycholo-. 
gical sentiment much like that of our own 
day. The age, too, of the deceased might 
be gauged by the profasion, or the, con- 
trary, of the faneral emblems found in the 
tomb : an old man would not be expected to 


require for the journey across the-Styx the 


same number of articles as the youth. 

In one of these tombs as many as 25 iron 

nails were discovered. They were similar to 
those found some years ago in Asia Minor. 
What they meant, it was difficult to deter- 
mine ; conjecturally they were tobe used in 
repairing grim Charon’s vessel. Other objects 
of iron that were especially interesting were 
the bucklers.and other weapons of a Mace- 
donian soldier ; as also iron strigils used by 
gymnasta- after: their exercises. 
‘Two modes of burial. were used, crema- 
tion and inhomation. S»metimes a skeleton 
woald be found, wiih the ashes of relatives— 
sons, daughters, etc.,- deposited in -yases 
around it. Of sarcophagi there were none, 
except for several wooden coffins. The Arab 
and the Bedouin had unhappily combined 
to remove much before the Museum conld 
interfere. - 

At the conclusion of this addrese, Dr. 
Breccia invited, tke party to watch the opening 
of threa of these step tombs. A number of 
antiquities in the form of lamps, tear bottles, 
and vases were found, as also enamelled clay 
dishes containing food for thé soul in its 
transit. One of these dishes had the bones 
of a fish, of what kind is not known.

The Portes 
which, it is said, has the support of a Earopean 
Power, and is acting under the inspiration of 
that Power — maintains its...right .toinvade 
Egyptian territory and to erect barracks, mi 
even to construct a railway, without recogms- 
ing Great Britain’s right to defend Egyptiar 

“The Porte also appears disposed to maintai 
that Wadai, Kanem, and the desert forming 
the extreme hinterland of Tripoli are {de- 
pendencies of Egypt, and that in the agree- 
ments of 1898 and 1899 Great Britain disposed 
in our favour of territories not belonging to 
her. 

“This singular contention; csnnot be psus- 
tained, since care was taken to make it dear 
in the agreement of 1898 that Darfar, which 
remained British territory, was the extreme 
limit of the old Egyptian protectorate, 

“The Porte wou'd doubtless forego its claims 
to Kanem, and would perhaps transfer them 
to the oasis of Bilma, half way between Tripoli 
and Lake Tchad. There, again, our claims were 
recognised in the Anglo-French, sgreements, 
and the Meharis of Zinder frequently visit this

The meeting of 
the 21st inst. very soon disposed of the falla- 
cies by- which it was sought to cejole the 
shareholders. In.vain waa the Port Said Co. 
threatened with gutting prices, and to me it 
was a novel experience to hear one of the 
directors of a company: belittling and de- 
preciating that which he was there to repre- 


sent and to conserve and to easy to his own 
shareholders that they must “amalgamate 


or. die.” es 
The object for which the maeting was called 
was inequitable. It ths resolation had been’ 
carried both companies would hava been in- 
volved in endless and expensive litigation, for 
there are abundant precedents. to justify the 
advice given by me fo the dissentient direc- 
tors as their legal representative at the meet- 
ing to the effect that our Courts do not tolerate 
the oppression of minorities and the corfisca- 
tion of their belonginge. ee : 
The Salt and Soda Co. has nothing. which. 
the Port Said Co. wants. The latter desires 
nothing better than to . be let alone—to atand 
on its own merits. The corfidence of the pablic 
is with it, its dividend earned, its shares far 


above par, its expenses are extremely light, 


and its fatare assured.-- Were itnot soit has a 
right to say that the Salt’and Soda Co. would 
not desire to force an amalgamation. Such is 
the logical inferanca of the acheme proposed 
and vetoed. For the:directors of the Salt. and 
Soda Co. to threaten to sell salt in Ezypt for 
the,mere cost of transport is mere: hysterical 
blaff. and will not depreciate Port Said Salt 
shares one centime. | : 

It is now said on the Alexandria Bourse 
that.the shares; of the Port Said Co,; will be 
hammered.down by the monied; men of the 
Salt. and Soda. I would caution the share- 
holders of the smaller company sgainst selling 
their shares. I venture the prediction that 
this little concern will pay 20 7% within a 
very few years, and their. shares will be 
at 3s. 

If there be one single, shareholder left in 
this company disposed to fight the matter 
out to a finish this single shareholder can 
set the Courts at work to protect his in- 
terests and no matter by what majority 
hostile and inequitable resolutions may be 
carried, unless it can be shewn that Port 
Said Salt has something to gain from its 
connection with the Salt and Soda, some tan- 
gible quid pro quo, then will all arbitrary 
dealing with the shares of this,aolitary share- 
holder by set aside. 

Has the Port Said Co. anything to gain 
from the Salt and Soda? I say—nothing.—

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INSURANCE COMPANIES LOSSES. 

In regard to the above, the following, which 
we cull from a home paper, will be of interest :— 
There seems considerable uncertaiuty, even 
at the head offices of some of the companies 
themselves, ss to the question of their liability 
for fire losses indirectly caused by the earth- 
quake In some of the States, uniform policy 
oonditions with regard to this point necessarily 
obtain, but in the case of California there 
appears to be no such legal necessity for uni- 
formity. Inquiry at the offices of some of the 
leading British companies generally fails to 
elicit any definite irformation on the point, 
the absence of information being partly due to 
the impossibility of obtainjng telegraphic com- 
munication with their representatives in the 
rained city. Jt would appear, however, that 
the majority of the companies, perhsps nearly 
all, are bound by clauses modelled on those 
raling in New-York State, under which the 
liability does not extend to buildings firatruined 
-by the earthquake and subsequently set on fire, 
bat only to those which, having escaped direct 
damage from the earthquake, subseqnently 
suffer damage through the spread of the fire 
from other bojldings. Jno the case of at least 
one important company, however, as we have 
mentioned above, there is apparently no liabi- 
lity at sll. The American companies themselves 
are, of course, chiefly concerned—and Conti- 
nental companies, tco, have done a large 
basiness in the city, but there will without 
doubt still remain a heavy amount to fall on the 
shoulders of the British offices. The estimates 
that have already been compiled, however, are 
necessarily very vague.

THE ETHIOPIAN RAILWAY 
AND THE POWERS.*

A book on the above subject by Mr. T. L. 
Gilmour has just been putlished at a very 
opportune moment,in view of the Anglo-Franco- 
Italian convention referred to in yesterday's 
telegrams. It is ably written by a man who 
is evidently a master of his subject, and in 
addition to an interesting narrative, it pub- 
lishes several important documents not easily 
procared by the general public and which 
cannot fail to be welccmé o many people in 
Egypt who take an interest in Abyssinia, 
in its connection’ with the head waters of 
the Nile, the link which it will form in the 
passsge of the Cape-to-Cairo railway, in its 
Bank, and last but not least, in the qaes- 
tion to which the. book under notice, not 
oniy refers; bat gives an amount of infor- 
mation not hitherto known to the general 
public,—we mean of course, its straggiss for 
railway communication with the Red Sea 
coast. His Majesty the Emperor Menelik, King 
of the Kings of Eth‘opia, who, although he 
has never yat sean the sea himself,” has for 
many years been svfficiently well-informed 
to know that even if he has been able 
to do a geod degl jn the way of the inter- 
nal development of his empire, the great 
barrier to more rapid progress has always 
been the difficulty of foreign communications, 
If once his capital were in railway communica- 
tion with a good seaport, he has long since 
appreciated the fact that its progress would 
then take much more vast proportions. If 
this knowledge had been acquired by Ms- 
nelik’s predecessors they would prot ably have 
been a little more difficult in dealing with 
the European Powers, who within the last 
forty years or s0 have become possessors of 
all the territory between Abyasinia and the 
Red Sea. | 

At all events, in 1889, when Menelik II. 
came to the throne, he had to face the some- 
what difficult position to which we haye just 
alluded. For years past his capital had been 
the arepa ofa diplomatic struggle in which 
Great Britain, France, aud Italy have played 
the most conspicuous parts, During many 
years after the war of 1857, England, not very 
wisely we think, treated Abyssinia with a 
considerable amount of neglect, and when 
Menelik first became Emperor her principal 
intercourse was with Italians and Frenchmen. 
In the first year of his reign he was glad to 
sign a treaty with Italy one of the principal 
clauses of which was that “His Maj:sty the 
“King of Kings of Ethiopia consents to avail 
“himself of the Italian Government for any 
“negociations he may. exter into with any 
other Goveroment.” As was not improbable 
this clauce soon gave rise to different inter- 
pretations, ahd Menelik absolate'y rejected 
the Italian reading af it, and maintajned that 
Abyssinia was still an independent sovereign 
State. The administrator of French Sqmaliland, 
now Minister at Adis Abeba, was quick to sea 
the importance of the part which France 
might acquire from a friendly understanding 
with Menelik ; he supported the Emperor’s 
views ; and po donbt at thia critical jynotore 
the friendship of France was of the grea‘est 
seryice to him ; it enabled him to complete his 
preparations for the final straggle, and efter 
the defeat ef Adowa he signed a treaty in 
1896 recognising the absolate independence 
of Abyssinia, a decision which was recognised 
by the Powers of Europe and which most not 


| be forgotten in any subsequent negociations, 


This situation did much to strengthen the 
influence of France in Abyssinia, and it was 
the only Gcyernment at that time having 
direct diplomatic relations with Menelik, It 
was therefore only patoral that Menelik, seeing 
that he required European advice and assis- 
tance, shoald lend a ready ear to the counsels 
which the astute Minister ct France was only 
too ready to give him ; the keynote of which 
was that France should secure {in Abyssinia 
a privileged position denied to other Powers. 
This idea found frequent expression in the 
French Press and among political speakers ; 
that Abyssinia was to beccme “a French colony 
in all but name.” This was an ideal arrange- 
ment from a French point of view, and would 
certainly have been a good retarn for prevent- 
ing Italy from adopting the same policy. Bat 
in this, as in many subsequent events it always 
appears to us that France made one fandamen- 
tal mistake. The Emperor Menelik is,. as the 
author rightly cays, # man of strong character 
and remarkable intelligence; and yetin dealing 
with him these.are qualities which the French 
Government never seems to have taken into 
consideration. Is if at all likely that soch a 
man should corsent to be treated as a “quantité 
negligeable ?”—aud yet on this occasion and 
on several others this is just the mannerin 
which the French Government did treat him. 

Unfortunately up to a few years ago the 
rivalry between France and Great Britain, in 
Africs, was keen and bitter; it might nato- 
rally have been expected that the French 
Minister should use his privileged position to 
fill Mevelik’s mind with ideas of British policy, 
to use 8 mild expression, — far removed from 
reality. We have still some resollection of the 
colours with which ‘'la perfide Albion” used 
formerly to be painted, nor was it unliks'y 
that the Emperor, with the limited sources of 
information at his command, should form 
grave suspicions as to the ultimate obj-cts of 
British policy in North-eastern Africa. Early 
in 1897, events happening in the Upper Nile 
Valley showed the British Government the 
desirability of form'ng closer relations with 

Menelik, and Sir Rennell Rodd was entres‘ed 
with a mission to him, the result of which 
appeared to be satisfactory, and a treaty was 
signed strengthening the ancient friendship te- 
tween England and Abyasinia,

The Ethiopian Empire is land-locked, and it 
was therefore only natural that one of the 
earliest proposals submitted to Menelik by. 
his Earopean adyiasrs was that of a railway 
to the coast.

France had at that time an overwhelming 
predominance of influence in Abyssinia, and | 
France also pogsessed the port of Djibouti at 
a distance of only about 56 miles from Mene- 
lik's frontier. It wag therefore only natural 
that the French Minister should use his in- 
flaence to obtain a concession for a railway 
from the French port to the capital of Abyssi- 
nia, & distance of abous 480 miles ; and in 
due course sach a concession was obtained, 
in 1894. The Emperor was wise enough to see 
all the advantages which his countiywoald 
gain by opening up communications with the 
outer world ;moreover he had never seen the sea, 
which he was anxious to do, and algo to improve ° 
his mind by foreign travel and to make the | 
acquaintance of his foreign friends of whom he 
had heard go mach, and seen go little. Under. 
proper guidance, he no doubt did everything 
that the French Minister could ressonably 
expect of him to encourage so good a work ;
